Claim 2, line 20, change "the position of the interface in the depth direction" to -a 
position of an interface between said first and fourth regions in a depth direction--. 
Cancel claims 17 and 18. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The first 
additional major difference in the claims not found in the prior art of record is the 
semiconductor device comprising: a plurality of fourth regions are spaced from each 
other by a distance allowing connection between depletion layers extending from 
neighboring said fourth regions, respectively, in an on state; and a fifth region of the 
second conductivity type formed between the semiconductor substrate of the first 
conductivity type and the first region of the second conductivity type. The second 
additional major difference in the claims not found in the prior art of record is the 
semiconductor device comprising: a second electrode portion connected to the second 
region; and the fourth regions comprises a plurality of discretely formed regions, and the 
neighboring fourth regions are spaced from each other by a distance allowing 
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connection between depletion layers extending from the neighboring fourth regions, 
respectively, in an on state.
